While the yields have tioen 
running high. Fowler said the 
total 
production would pro­ 
bably be down from IO to 20

Much 
the maize allotment was con 
verted to wheat this year.

Safety is the most important 
factor to remember in the up­

University Nearly all hunting 
accidents could be prevented 
it gun safety rule' are follow­ 
ed. 
It ’s the “ over-anxious hunt­ 
er who endangers the lives of 
fellow hunters 
and causes 
needless damage to wildlife. 
Approximately 
two-third* of 
all hunting accidents art* caus­ 
ed by humans in the line of 
fire, humans mistaken for ani­ 
mals and hunters not using 
the safety catch on their guns. 
Hunting only in season and 
respecting the bag limits arc 
rules of good hunting, sports­ 
manship, says the .specialist. 
Also never 
throw away a 
lighted cigarette or leave a 
burning campfire, since either 
can start a destructive grass 
or forest fire.
